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REMARKS 

In the event that no generic claim is found allowable, the following species 
are provisionally elected for prosecution: 

The species "pharmaceutically active ingredients" is provisionally elected 
from the active agents recited in claim 3. 

The species "tramadol" is provisionally elected from the analgesics recited in 
claim 8. 

The species "diclofenacate" is provisionally elected from the salts in claims 11 

- 14. 

The species "tablets" is provisionally elected from dosage forms listed in 
claims 15 — 20. 

The species "retarding matrix" is provisionally elected from the species 
recited in claim 32. 

The species "ethyl cellulose" is provisionally elected from the matrix 
materials in claims 55 - 61. 

Claims 1 - 9, 11, 12, 15, 17, 18, 21, 30 - 32, 55 - 58, and 62 - 67 read upon 
the provisionally elected species.
